Early Crop of Strawberries Gone. 
But Half of Late Crop is 
Estimated by Growers. 


Although the recently low temper­ 
atures and Freezing weather caused 
serious and cestiv damage to the fruit 
iii Jackson county, -ome of the lo­ 
cal growers believe that there is yet 
a chance fo r a partial t rop of some 
varieties of fruit. 
G. CT Ben herding 
west o f the city, who has been fo l­ 
lowing the progress of the fruit close­ 
ly since the freeze, .-totes that in hi- 
orehard about nine out of every ten 
blossoms en the Grimes Golden apple 
trees were killed. 
Ile says that the 
effect of this is the same as it the 
grower had made an extreme thin­ 
ning of the blooms, and that while 
the crop will he very small, the qual­ 
ity of the apples maturing will likely 
be exceptionally good. 
The cherries 
were damaged seriously, but a few 
small cherries remain on the trees, 
he said. 
Mr. Boreherding declared that the 
early strawberry crop is gone, but 
that there will likely l>e about a half 
late crop. 
The late blossoms w*ere 
not injured bv the freeze, according 
to growers. 
While the loss of the 
big fruit crop is serious, local peo­ 
ple will be glad to know that even a 
partial crop is in prospect.
